Aug. 18.—^i—Fred O. Et> 
erhardt, publisher of Talla- 
hassee; Frank Rails, a for- 
mer political worker, and 
Henry Halsema, a real es- 
tate operator of Jackson- 
ville, were formally charged 
with a conspiracy to procure the 
assassination of Governor Doyle E. 
Carl ton in warrants issued here co- 
day. 


They were arrested here Satur- 
day night. Each has denied knowl- 
edge of any plot against the gov- 
ernor. 
Sheriff Cahoon, who mada 


the arrests, has d e c l i n e d to 
give details of the reputed conspir- 
acy. 


The warrants were sworn out by 
C. E. Hooks, a deputy sheriff. 


J. C. Madison, a justice of tho 


peace, sot bond at $500 each which 
was made immediately by attor- 
neys for the accused men. 


The justice of tho peace explain- 


ed that under Florida law, the 
charge is a misdemeanor. He said 
the maximum 
punishment 
upon 


conviction would be imprisonment 
for one year. 


Ebcrhardt, interviewed In his cell 


just hefore ho made bond said hia 
arrest was part of 
"a 
political 


plot," and branded the charges of 
conspiracy against the life ot thn 
governor as "just a cheap bid Cor 
publicity." 


"I am not In the least worried 


about tho charge," the publisher 
said.

He finds that high temperature 


slows down male metabolism more 
than female. 
Metabolism is the 


^reduction of energy. Ordinarily, 
from youth to old age male mata- 


produces more energy than 


female, so the Carnegie discovery 
means that the male loses his ma- 
gin of energy superiority when the 
lemperature goes too high. It was 
disclosed in five years' experlmen- 
:ating with ring doves and pigeons, 
but Dr. Riddle quotes experiments 
of several other scientists to show 
:hat it probably applies 
also to 


humans. 


"We are now able to report and 


fully establish—for the first time 
in any animal"—he says in a report 
written for the second internation-. 
al sex congress, ''a differential re- 
sponse in the sexes to metabolism 
measurements at higher and lower 
temperatures." 


At 68 degrees the males showed 


an energy production of 3861 calo- 
ries; the females 3749. 
When the 


temperature was raised to 86 Fah- 
renseit,-]the male calory production 
dropped to 2777, gong lower than 


the female, which dropped only to 
2989. The decrease was 28.1 per 
cent for the males and 20.3 for the 


Dr. Riddle says the male, includ- 


ing man, has more red blood cells 
than the female and more of the 
red pigment that gives the color to 
blood. This pigment, hemoglobin, 
is tho stuff that picks up oxygen in 
the lungs and carries it through he 
body. In ring doves and pigeons 
the excess red pigment of the male 
is 7 to 9 per cent.
